Sunday Schools tend to direct in- 
creasing attention to the Bible, to elevate the ministry, to train 
young ministers, to build up churches in destitute places, to foster 
the missionary spirit, to increase both our capacity and our willing- 
ness for every good work; and therefore we urge a deeper interest 
to be taken in Sunday Schools in the future, than we have in the 
past.
